Vessels Are Struck More Frequently 
Than le Supposed. 

In spite of the popular Impression to 
the contrary, ships remote from the 
laud cre seldom damaged by lightning 
although some of the most awe In- 
spiring displays of atmospheric elec 
tricity are frequently witnessed by 
those on board of thetn, F 

Standing rigging and even parts of 
the running gear are now made of 
steel wire, aud this substitute for the 
old fashioned hemp serves the purpose 
of lightning conductor when the ship 
is not Otted with such an ald to safe- 
ty. The electric current is conveyed 
down the wire rigging and reaches the 
sea through the vessel's metal hull 
Damage occurs only If the current be 
interrupted on its way down. In a 
comparatively large proportion of in- 
stances the fore royal truck is struck 
by lightning, that of the main less fre 
quently and the mizzen least of the 
three, 

Very serious casualties under this 
head occurred to warships and mer- 
chant vessels In the days of weoden 
hulis and hempen rigging. Ia July, 
1802, as thirteen sailing vessels of the 
Kast India company were trying to 
round the cape in the vicinity of Algoa 
bay, homeward bound, two of them, 
the Britannia and the Bombay Caatle, 
were struck by lightning. The fore 
mast of each was soon enveloped In 
flames, and the masts bad to be cut 
away in order to seve the ships and 
thelr combustible cargoes, A heavy 
gale was blowing, the night was dark, 
and the other ships of the feet, which 
were bove to at the time, were wit 
nesses of this thriliing Incident, 

Many veasela are now Otted with 
Lahining conductors of approved types 
lest the wire eging should fall to 
carry off the electric current. In May, 
1806, shortly after a severe thunder 
storm, accompanied by lightning and 
rain, In 3 degrees south, 87 degrees 
east, the P. and O, steauship Victoria 
had a efeiden increase of deviation 
amounting to 6 degrees in both the 
standard and the wheelhouse com. 
passes, and later it was discovered that 
the Igutning conductor on the fore had 
fused. The ship must have been 
struck by lightning during the storm.— 
Knowleds ® Magazine,

LONDON GAMING DENS 


The Way the Police Descend Upon 
Them In a Raid. 


SKILL, CUNNING AND DARING. 


Absolute Secrecy Is Maintained by the 
Officials, and the Policemen Are 
Kept in the Dark Until the Last 
Moment—Getting Into the Club. 


The police have recently carried out 
some sensational raids on big gaming 
clubs, and it may be Interesting to 
learn how these raids are effected, 
This is how i is done in London: As 
foon as the detectives’ suspicions have 
been confirmed they apply to the com- 
missioner of police for a warrant to 
enter, The warrant authorizes certain 
officers mentioned by name to enter 
the club in the name of the king. Or- 
dinary policemen are not permitted to 
carry out a raid, but the detectives 
can call upon them for assistance at 
the eritteal moment. 

Absolute secrecy is enforced right 
up to the moment of eutry. There is 
ho excitement at the etation on that 
day, and the men on duty have no sus- 
picion of what is in the wind. Plans 
of the bouse are drawn and carefully 
studied by the raiding officers, for the 
doorkeeper of the club Is prepared at 
the slightest alarm to send a warning 
to his customers, and every vestige of 
gambling apparatus will mysteriously 
disappear and the raid fall, A carefal- 
ly planned ruse, therefore, has to be 
evolved which will disarm suspicion, 

During the day a body of “reserve” 
policemen will receive a communica- 
tion from the station that they will be 
fequired to parade at a certain hour, 
and they meet with no idea of what Is 
expected of them. They are drawn up 
in tive, and after names have been 
called ever they are dismissed from 
the « e\ion one by one, with the In- 
junction to be in the immediate neigh. 
borhood of a certain street in a couple 
of hours and not to get near the spot 
before the prearranged moment. 

The frit officer to appear on the 
scene la the one in charge of the raid. 
He is always disguised and usually 
looks like a well dressed man about 
town, He passes the club carelessly, 
bot it Is sufficient for him to learn 
from a confederate inside that gaming 
has commenced. A policeman then 
saunters to the corner of the rtreet 
and stays there as though he were on 
“point” duty, Then, not till then, ts 
the Information of the precise club to 
be raided secretly conveyed to the at 
tacking force In their hiding places, 
while the club, unconscious of its tm 
pending fate, pursues ite gambling. 

The fret difficulty to surmount ts to 
get past the burly doorkeeper, If this 
ie not auecessfully done the raid will 
end in failure. Presently the sound of 
a drunken song is beard to the dis 
tance, and two apparently rough look- 
ing men come staggering along, As 
they near the entrance to the club they 
begin disputing and soon come to 
biows, The doorkeeper peeps through 
the wicket and orders the men away 
One of the men rushes at the wicket 
and challenges the doorkeeper to “come 
outside like a man” and at the same 
time shouts out something about the 
character of the house, The combat. 
ute continue fighting, and the officer 
at the corner comes along and orders 
them away, The men return, however, 
to “have It out with the doorkeeper,” 
The nolse Increases, attracting bome- 
ward bound gentlemen In evening 
dross, who gather round and urge the 
then on, 

The doorkeeper by this time becomes 
alurmed, for the rowdy crowd will 
frighten away his clients, Perhaps 
Just at this moment a member of the 
club arrives and seeks admission, The 
door ls opened with the utmost caution 
to admit him, Before be has tine to 
fasten It the two officers bastily secure 
the member oud rush upstairs, The 
two combatants were disguised police 
men and the onlookers detectives, 

Aa# soon as an entrance Into the club 
has been effected the constable at the 
corner sounds his whistle, and before 
the sound has dled away the whole 
neighborhood ts alive with police, If 
the house boasts of a trapdoor on tte 
roof, the fash of lanterns will be seen 
up there, the men .having been con- 
cealed among the chimney pots since 
it wag. dark, The front door ts secured, 
and the police form a guard around 
the house, so that escape la Impossible 

Meantime the scene upstairs ts one 
of the wildest excitement, The gam 
blers, Intent on business, had not no 
tieed the scuttle In the passage, and 
the first intimation they get of the 
state of affairs ts when the door ls 
thrown open and the officer in charge 
calla on them to regard themaelves as 
his prisoners, Then they realize their 
position, The tables are overturned, 
and card counters and money roll all 
over the floor as the members endeavor 
to escape, They make for the street 
door, but, balked tn this direction, bur. 
ty to all parts of the house to hide. 

The crestfallen members of the club 
are conveyed to the station, each tn 
the custody of two officers, Then the 
house ts searched for the gaming ap- 
paratus. Every inch of the place te 
examined, for gamblere have remark- 
able contrivances’ whereby they can 
hide thelr apparatua tn the event of 
being raided. ‘Tops of tables are knock: 
ed off. flooring taken up and walls 
searched for seeret cupboards, Yards 
of chalked string are regarded as 
prizes, and with these and more appar. 
ent proofs the case ts ready for the 
magistrate. The evidence ts lald be 
fore Lim, and the proprietor and mem: 
bers are charged and the sentence 
passed or a heavy fine Imposed on the 
Prisoners,—London Tit-Bits,

The Wonderful Feats Performed by 
Joanne Koetren. 

More (ann 200 years ago a little girl 
was born at Amsterdam, Holland, 
hose name was Joanne Koetren, She 
Was a peculiar child in that she cared 
nothing whatever for play and sport, 
but found her greatest delight in mak- 
ing coptes of things about her, imitat- 
Ing in wax every kind of fruit and 
making on silk with colored floss ex- 
act copies of paintings which were 
thought wonderful. ‘* 

But after she bad become very ac- 
complished in music, spinning and em- 
broidery she abandoned all these for a 
stilh more extraordinary art—that of 
cutting. She executed landscapes, ma- 
rine views, flowers, animals and por- 
traits of people of such striking resem- 
bianee that she was for a time quite 
the wonder of Europe. She used white 
papers for ber cuttings, placing them 
over a black surface, so that the mi- 
hute openings made by her scissors 
formed the “light and shade.” 

The czar, Peter the Great, and others 
of high rank paid ber honor. One man 
high in office vainly offered her 1,000 
florins for three small cuttings, The 
empress of Germany paid her 4,000 
florins for a trophy she had cut, bear 
ing the arms of Emperor Leopold, 
crowned with eagles and surrounded 
by a garland of flowers. She also cut 
the emperor's portrait, which can now 
be seen In the Royal Art gallery tn 
Vienna, A great many people went to 
see her, and she kept a book in which 
princes and princesses wrote their 
rames, 

After she died, which was when she 
had lived sixty-five years, ber hus 
band, Adrian Block, erected a monn. 
ment to her memory and bad designed 
upon it the portraits of these titled 
visitors, Ter cuttings were #0 cor 
rect In effect and so tasteful as to 
give both dignity and value to her 
work and constitute her an artist 
whose exquisite #kill with the scissors 
has aver hefore or since been eqthaled,

Tn the sixteenth century all the pep- 
per consumed in England was bought 
by the Bnglish merchants from the 
Duteb, who brought it from India, 
Owing to racial jealousy, the Duteb 
traders in 1500 raised the cost from 
8 shillings to 6 shillings per pound, 
This petty display of 11! feeling caused 
considerable aunoyance to the English 
merchants and aroused in them that 
feeling of independence which has al-

They determined to Import their pep- 
per direct from India in their own 
ships aud for this purpose formed a 
company, called the Governor and 
Company of Merchants of Londop 
Trading to the East Indlea, which 
ln latter days became eventually 
known as the Kast India company, 
Their Great voyngea embroiled them 
lo almost innumerable quarrela with 
the Dutch thd Portuguese, and for a 
time the venture proved a fnanctal 
failure, It was not until 1015 that 
the company became successful and 
obtained lucrative treaties, owlng to 
thelr decisively defeating the Portu- 


‘uese, 
From this time on thelr possessions 
gradualiy increased, slowly at first 
and then very rapidly, unt!!, by the 
wise and beneficial management of 
such men as Clive, Warren Hasiings 
and Cornwallis, they exercised sover- 
elgnty over the greater portion of In- 
dia, 
In this manner It bappened that an 
increase in the price of pepper momen: 
tously affected the history of wan 
kied.-Londow Standard

haps furnishes an example, No less 
than 50,000 persons are sald to bave 
lived at his board in the different 
manors and castles which he pos 
sessed, and the wilitary, allured by his 
hospitality as well as bis bravery, were 
strongly attached to his interests. This 
distinguiehed warrior fell at the bat- 
tle of Barnet in 1471, when, owing to 
the mistake of one part of bis army 
falling upon the other during a fog, he 
was defeated by Edward IV, 

In former battles Warwick had al- 
ways fought on horseback, that he 
might at once ride along the line and 
perceive the particulars of the action, 
button this occasion he determined to 
fight on foot, that bis soldiers might 
see that he was resolved to share with 
them the dangers of the day. After 
baving exerted bimeeclf as an officer 
aud a hero in fruitless attempts to turn 
the tide of fortune in his favor he 
rushed Into the hottest part of the bat- 
tle and fell covered with wounds, His 
brother, Montacnte, In endeavoring to 
save him tet a similar fate. 


SKIMMILK PAINT. 
A Cheap, Quick Orying Coating That 
Will Wear Well, 

The following formula for making 

skimmilk paint will be of Interest to 
who desire a cheap paint that will 
wear well: 

Stir into a gallon of skimmilk three 
pounds of portland cement, adding at 
the same time auy paint in dry form 
that will give the color you desire, The 
tmitk will bold the paint to suepension, 
but the cement, being beavy, will sink; 
therefore it will be necessary to keep 
the mixture well stirred with a pad- 
die. Mix only enough at a time for 
one day's use. If the mixture is not 
thoroughly etirred as you use it, it will 
get thicker and thicker and it will be 
hecessary to thin it by adding more 
twilk, Six bourse after applying this 
paint it will be dry, It is not affected 
by weather, 

Carbolic acid or any other disinfect. 
ant can be added, thus making It very 
effective for use In poultry houses and 
the stable, It makes an excellent 
paint for fences when colored drab by 
the addition of a little lampblack or a 
dull green by adding ocher aud a amall 
quantity of pruxian bive.—B, B, Rex 
ford in Outlng Magazine.

A GRIM CEREMONY. 


An Emperor's Death Hastened by Re- 
hearsing His Own Funeral, 

Emperor Charles V. of Spain brought 
about hie death by rehearsing his own 
funeral, For the last two years of bis 
life, after resigning the scepter of 
Spain and the Netherlands to his son 
Philip in 1556, Charles retired to the 
monastery of Yuste, in Batremadura, 
and there lived a cloister life in clowe 
Intercourse with the monks, devoting 
much time to religious exercises, Dur- 
lng this period, prompted, it may be, by 
the example of Cardinal de la Marek, 
who for several years before his death, 
fn 1528, had aunually rehearsed his 
own obsequies, the emperor, in the 
summer of 1558, formed the resolution 
to celebrate bis own funeral before be 
dled, 

Accordingly, on Aug. 50 of that year, 
the grim farce was carried ont with 
the most elaborate ceremonial, The im 
perlal domestics marched with black 
tapes In their bands, and the emperor, 
clad In sable weeds, himself followed, 
wearing bis shroud, While the solemn 
mass for the dead was sung before the 
high altar in the cathedral Charles 
gave up bie taper to the priest, typify. 
lug thereby his resignation of life, and 
was solemnly laid his coffin, The cere 
mony cloved with sprinkling holy wa- 
ter on his body; then, all the attend 
ants retiring, the doors were shut, and 
Charles rose from bis narrow bed and 
withdrew to his private apartment, 

The damping of the graveclothes tn 
duced a chill, which, aided no doubt by 
the mental depression caused by the 
grewrome ceromony, induced a fever 
which ended in lis death three weeks 
later, on the 2ist of Beptember, 1558,
